D uring tile flood control bond 
cam paign th© charge w as freq u e n t­ 
ly m ade by proponents of the p ro ­ 
ject th a t the efforts of the W ater 
U sers' association were d estructive 
ra th e r th an constructive, and th a t 
its m em bers did not have to m ake 
good on an y th in g if 
successful In 
defeating the bonds. It is needless 
to sta te here 
th a t 
such 
charges 
w ere not true. T he great m ajority 
of the m em bers of th is association 
w ere sincere in th eir desire to su b ­ 
stitu te a m ore econom ical and d e ­ 
sirable project for the one w hich 
w as voted upon. 
F or various reasons there ap p ears 
to be a tendency upon tb s p a rt of 
m any people to look to the W ater 
U sers' association a t this tim e for 
som e recom m endations relative to a 
possible flood 
control 
and 
w a ter 
conservation p ro je c t The m ajority 
of such people a re sincere in th eir 
position in th is respect, although 
there are doubtless those who would 
Ilk© to em b arrass the association 
were it possible to do so.

Those private lands w hich are 
menaced by flood w aters will re ­

schedule,

minimum monthly pay check will 
be $125, was authorized last night 
by the board of education, meet­ 
ing in Its Church and Sycamore 
street offices. 
Declaring that the present basis 
of pay for Janitors does not give 
them a living wage, Herbert L. 
Miller, board 
member, 
was 
the 
sponsor of the new schedule at 
last night's meeting. 
Looking over 
a proposed salary schedule for the 
coming year, Miller asserted that 
the amounts 
proposed 
were 
not 
salaries but pittances. The sched­ 
ule had been presented by R. H. 
Drake, superintendent of buildings 
and grounds, on a basis which has 
been customary In past years. 
It 
proposed increases in accordance! 
with 
the 
custom 
heretofore 
in 
vogue. 
The minimum wage for beginning 
Janitors under the former scheme 
was Slid a month. 
Drake, in sub­ 
mitting the schedule, pointed out

California, after which Miller spon­ 
sored the idea of revising i t Drake 
will present a revised scheme at 
the next meeting of the board.

PRESIDENT HOOVER ON PARITY 


LABOR AT COURT IN ENGLAND 


President Hoover and the head of the Ameri­ 
can Legion. Paul V. McNutt, are in perfect 
agreement in their desire to maintain peace 
Mr. McNutt believes that peace can lie se­ 
cured to this country by having’ as good an 
armament on land and sea as any other coun­ 
try, singling out Great Britain for comparison 
a? our nearest competitor in armament strength. 
One of the main questions between the two men 
is the matter of parity. President Hoover sees 
clearly that over-emphasis on “ parity.” which 
is difficult to determine, merely results in com­ 
petitive building, whereas by placing the em­ 
phasis on peace and amity, and establishing 
confidence by sincere evidences that we will be 
satisfied with “ parity,” some headway can be 
made. 


"W * need not disguise the fact,” said the 
President In his reply to Mr. McNutt, “that 
(•aide from the capital ship lim itations under 
th * W ashington treaty) competitive building has 
been In progress on both sides since the great 
war, and we have arrived only at disparity, 
not parity. 
It creates burdensome expenditure, 
a constant stream of suspicion, ill-will and m is­ 
understandings. 
Moreover, by constant expan­ 
sion of naval strength we cannot fail to stim ­ 
ulate fear and ill-will throughout the rest of 
the world toward both of us. and thus defeat 
the very purposes which you have so well ex­ 
pressed 
a s 
feeing 
the 
object of 
the 
Legion. 
T h e Legion stands uniformly for movements 
which will m ake permanent peace more certain 
and assu re better understanding between n a­ 
tions'." 


Uustrating the point President Hoover makes, 


we have at hand an article from a London cor­ 
respondent of the New York Times, written dur­ 
ing the discussion of the $4,000,000,000 naval 
building program in February, 1928— a program 
purporting to be for the purpose of preserving 
“parity” with Great Britain. 


“There Is a real publfc yearnings here 
(In 
England)." this correspondent says, “for a re ­ 
duction of arm am ent burdens consequent upon 
taxation, however Imperfectly British statesm en 
m ay express It. 
There is real horror here at the 
idea of going back to the old atm osphere of in­ 
ternational suspicion and distrust which led 
to 
the World w ar. 
There is absolutely no under­ 
standing why Am erica should need the greatest 
battle fleet in the world."

Am erican 
$4,000,000,000 is a m ixture first 
of 
disbelief, then of bewilderment, then som etim es 
regret . . . . ” 


From France at the same time came the com­ 
ment: “ If an adequate defensive fleet costs so 
much, one shudders to think how many billions 
would be needed for an offensive navy.” 
So was mistrust and suspicion planted in the 


minds of European peoples just last year, and 
President Hoover’s sincere moves to indicate 
an actual desire for “ parity” are but allaying 
this mistrust and suspicion. 


The spectacle of an ex-policeman as vice- 


chamberlain of the royal household in England 
and an ex-taxi driver as treasurer of the royal 
household, is something to make the nations 
stare. 
Where could such a thing happen any 


where but in England? 
Not even démocratie 


America has gone quite that far. 
This is what 


the ascendancy of labor has done in England 
Some years ago, when Labor was in power be­ 
fore, the representative of the king, acting for 
the king as head of the Scotch chinch, the pre­ 
siding official of the National Assembly of that 
church was a miner. 
Many stories were told at 


that time of this representative and his humble 
wife living in regal state in the one-time palace 
of the Scottish kings. 
This is real democracy. 
But somehow it 


does not cause as much comment in England 
as the election of a socialist congressman or a 
socialist mayor of a second-rate city here in the 
United States. 
In England, there is sharp dis­ 
tinction between social standing and political 
standing. 
The one confers distinction, the oth­ 
er confers power. 
Between the two, they who 


have political power will ultimately rule. 
That 


is what democracy does fos»**people.
